TESTING FARM SEE IS 
WORTH THE TROUBLE.... 


lhe vield and quality of a harvested crap depends a 
ot on the quality of the seed that is planted, The only 
way to know the purity, vitality, weed seed content and 
sanitation is to test seed before planting. Anyone who 
feels qualified con make a test of the largest sized seeds, 
but dirst, it is necessary to secure a representative sample 
# the lot of seed to be tested, says George A. Elliott, As- 
sistant Chief, Seed Laboratory Service, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa 

To find the number of weed seeds or other foreign 
seeds in a lot of cereals, take one pound and place it on a 


table where there is good light and separate the weed and 
foreign seeds 


All that is required to make a germination test is a 
five-inch Mower pot or other container of similar size 
Fill with fine loamy soil and plant 100 seeds to a depth of 
two inches, keeping the sok sufficiently moist, Most seeds 
germinate well at ordinary room temperature of about 
68 to 70 degrees Fahrenheit, but they should not be placed 
too near a stove or radiator to become over-heated nor 
should they be put on the window sill to be chilled at night. 
\ sample of oats or wheat should be ready for a germi- 
nation eount twelve days after the date of planting. Count 
only those sprouts that are healthy and normal, and this 
will give the percentage germination. 

Mr. Filiott cautions that a farm test of the smaller 
grass seeds is net so easy. Because they are small it is 
not a simple task to segregate the weed seeds. The 
germination test is generally done between speeial blot- 
ters and the sprouts are so minute and brittle that long 
experience and careful handling is needed to decide which 
ave satisfactory. Lf the quantity of small seeds warrants 
the enact it hatter to send a samole for analysis to the 
nearest seed laboratory of the Plant Products Division,

BREEDING MAKES A DIFFERENCE .... 


Selecting breeding stock for more 
lean and less fat can help in reducing the 
waste and loss which results from fat hogs. 
Just as selection has produced the hard- 
type hog in the United States and the lean 
bacon-type hog common in Canada, so se- 
lection can continue to improve Canadian 
hogs. Breeding stock is not all alike 
Given the same feed and similar condi- 
tions, some pigs run to fat and some stay 
lean and streamlined. 

Getting good breeding stock is not 
easy and no one can guarantee results 
Yet in the past 30 years Canadian breed- 
ers and farmers have proved that selection 
for a lean pig is feasible and practical, and 
they have the facts to prove their case. 

“At advanced Registry Test Stations 
of the Federal Department of Agriculture, 
pure bred breeders send litter groups of 
four pies for test. All the groups ave fed 
on similar feed mixtures and are kept 
under identical conditions at seven centres 
across Canada After the hovs are 
marketed their carcasses are carefully 
examined and are careass scored. For a 
hieh score, carcasses must have a high 
hich Jean and a low fat content and have 
weight in the right places. Each sow 
from whose litter the four test pigs were 
supplied is then given a “sow score,” based 
on the rating of the pig carcasses. Be- 
cause aff other conditions of feeding, hous- 
ine and the like are similar the sow score 
indicates the sow’s inherent ability to pro- 
duce a dean bhacon-type carcass 

In studyine the results of 526 sows 
tested in this way with their litters far- 
rowed in T951, 327 or nearly 71 per cent of 
the sows were scored 75 ov over. Eighty- 


Anyone considering a farm electrifi- 
cation program is interested in purchasing 
appliances that wiil prove useful in the 
farming operations and will provide con- 
veniences in the farm home. The monthly 


power bill for the operation of these ap- 
pliances, should be directly chargeable to 
the project for which they are purchased, 
whether it be poultry, hogs, dairying, beef 
cattle, the machine shop, and so on. As 
hydro bills are based on the total kilowatts 
consumed it is feasible, if the power con- 
sumption of each appliance is known ap- 
proximately, to allot the estimated cost to 
each enterprise, says M. Fk. Dodds of Swift 
Current Experimental Station, 

If a dairy is operated on the farm, the 
2- and 3-unit milking machines will re- 
quive about 100 watts per cow per day. 
Thus, a five cow herd will use a little over 
15 kilowatt-hours per month. The cream 
separator consumes about 1 kilowatt- 
hour per 1,000 pounds of milk or about 1!. 
to 2 kilowatt-hours per month 

A variety of equipment is used in the 
poultry house. Brooders operate at the 
very low rate of 12!) watt hours per chick 
per day-——about !'. kilowatt hour for each 
chick in 40 days. Poultry house lighting, 
based on 100 birds per month, consumes 
5 kilowatt-hours, Water warmers will pro- 
vide temperature control for drinking 
water by using 1 kilowatt-hour per day. 

Handling and processing equipment, 
for both farm and household use, is varied. 
Freezing and cold storage equipment will 
operate on 2 to 4 kilowatt-hours per day, 
while the kitchen refriegator will requeire 
1 to 3 kilowatt-hours, depending on the 
size, for the same period of time. Feed 
grinders and hammermills will provide 
freshly ground feed for 's’to 1 kilowatt- 
hour of power per 100 bushels of grain 
processed. Fanning mills will clean grain 
and use 10 kilowatt-hours per 100 bushels 
put through. Grain elevators, driven by 


three per cent of the test pigs from these 
hieh-score sows graded A carcasses, 16.7 
per cent graded B1, and .3 per cent were 
other erades. Even in the lower group of 
154 sows scoring from 50 to 74, the showing 
was good, with 50.5 per cent Grade A, 47.8 
per cent Bl and 1.7 per cent other grades. 

Many farmers hold the view that 
hacon-type pigs are’ siow, hard feeders, 
and fat pigs are quick, good feeders. Re- 
sults at these Test Stations prove the 
contvary, veports J. G. Lefebvre, who 
supervises the work. The amount of feed 
needed per 100 pounds of gain was less for 
the medium and high-scoring groups than 
for the lower-scoring groups. In other 
words the progeny of sows which pro- 
dueed the hicther percentage of Grade A 
careasses were fed at slightly Jower—not 
higher cost, than the progeny of those 
which ran to more fat. This is highly im- 
portant because feed is the biggest item of 
expense in raising hogs. 

Consumers today want lean bacon 
No longer do housewives need to render 
down animal fats. for cooking, Various 
vegetable oils have largely taken the once 
pre-eminent place of lard in the kitchen, 
and in doing so have reduced lard to a 
relatively low-period by-preduct in terms 
of a hog carcass. Much of an over-fat 
hog must be sold as lard which naturally 
lowers the overall return to the hog pro- 
ducer.

electric motors, will place grain in bins or 
trucks and use only 2 kilowatt-hours per 
1,000 bushels. 

A water pressure system will deliver 
water to the household, or to the livestock 
and poultry, at the cheap rate of 2 kilo- 
watt-hours per day, and provide a con- 
versatile and can be easily moved from 
stock man. Where individual water pumps 
are installed, the consumption is only 1 
kilowatt-hour per day. The farm garden 
can be irrigated from these same sytems. 
To provide hot water for the kitchen and 
bath, an immersion heater can be installed 
that will operate for 8 to 15 kilowatt-hours 
per day, depending upon the size of the 
unit and the amount of water used. Water 
warmers for tivestock will consume 1 to 
) kilowatt-hours per day, again depend- 
ing upon the amount of water used, 

The machine shop, which is the centre 

of construction and machinery repair, will 
find use for small motors to operate power 
tools. The !,-horsepower motor is very 
versatile and can be easily moved from 
machine to machine. These motors use 
', to 1 kilowatt-hour per day of average 
use. Electric welders are very popular 
and, based on a year of use, the consump- 
tion per day averages '4 kilowatt-hour. 

Household appliances are so many 
and varied that the daily consumption of 
all but a few of the more common ones 
would be hard to obtain. Electric ranges 
consume 4 to 8 kilowatt-hours of power 
per day, washing machines 3 to 9 kilowatt- 
hours per menth vacuum cleaners 1 to 1!» 
kilowatt-hours. per month and iron 4 


* kilowatt-hours per month. 


From this partial list of the more com- 
mon appliances, it is possible to make an 
estimate of what it would cost to operate 
any combination of them for a month. 
The information, as given, is intended as a 
guide and can be used for the calculations 


when developing a three-to five-year pur- 
chase plan.
